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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/05 and 1/07 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the examiner is 
considering the information disclosure statement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 11, 12, 14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. All claims have a range within a 
range. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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6. Claims 1-19 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
any of Ring et al [20010005735], [20020169234] or [6531524]. In each reference a 
powder coating composition is the same as a toner composition in which alumina and 
aluminum hydroxide are added to improve the composition. Wax coated silica is also an 
additive to improve the composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

• (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Hayashi et al [20020192584] in view of Ring et al [6531524]. Hayashi et al teaches a 

toner composition with surface having a hydroxides of aluminum and oxides of 

aluminum note [0036], [0049] and [0068]. Hayashi teaches the improved fluidity of the 

toner and has other additives [0111] to the toner composition however fails to teach wax 

coated silica. Ring et al teaches the use of wax coated silica to improve the fluidity of a 

coating composition .It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 

applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use the wax coated 

silicas for the same advantage in the coating composition (toner) as taught by Hayashi 

etal.
